Paris, April 14.—At noon 
today 


France opened to the 
world 
the 


crowning exposition of all countries. 
The most favorable weather condi- 
tions prevailed and innumerable 
bright-colored domes and minarets 
glistened in the sunshine. Paris was 
eaily astir with people wending their 
way towards the Elysee and in the 
direction of the exposition, in the 
hope of witnessing the presidential 
procession at some part of its jour- 
ney. 


DECLARED IT OPEN. 


President Loubet, as he stood in 


the presidential tribune surrounded 
by the members of the cabinet and 
his household, opened the exposition 
with the words: 


"I declare the exposition of 1900 


open." 


Thus was the Paris exposition, de- 


signed to celebrate the world's entry 
into the new century, inaugurated, 
and shouts of "Vive Loubet" and 
"Vive La Republique" rose from hi« 
4,000 hearers and silk hats were 
waved in the air. The crowds outside 
tin hull mull up the LhuuiuiR and 
the exposition was open. 


The spectacle inside the Salle Des 


Fetes was brilliant with color and 
animation. 
The 
immense cacus- 


shaped hall is decorated with mag- 
nificent frescoes representing allego- 
rical subjects 
by 
famous 
French 


aitists, and its stained glass cupola 
bears supeib designs by Heimann 
and Godwin. It formed a beautiful 
setting for today's ceremony, 


A BRILLIANT SPECTACLE. 


Every inch of the floor space was 


occupied by an assemblage represen- 
tative of French arts, letters and sci- 
ences, and including the leading mil- 
itaiy, naval and political men of 
France. It was mainly an evening 
dress gathering, but with the taste 
charactenstic of the French nation, 
brilliant umfoims of soliders, the 
diplomatic 
corps and lepublican 


guards were so interspersed among 
the gathering that, with masses of 
pretty spring toilettes of the ladies, 
of whom there weie almost as many 
as men present, the scene was par- 
ticulaily bright and effective. More- 
over, 
the 
light 
radiated 
down 


through the stained 
glass of the 


dome-shaped roof in streams which 
illuminated the living mass below 
and gave varied tints to even the 
prosaic starched shirt fronts.

Contrary to expectations, the pre- 


mier, M. Waldeck-Rousseau, made 
no addresses at the opening of the 
exposition, MM. Millerand and Lou- 
bet being the only speakers. 


All the public buildings and num- 


berless private houses were decorated 
with trophies of flags, chiefly the 
tri-color. 
The neighborhood of the 


exposition was especially gay with 
bunting, while most of the pavilions 
themselves were surmounted 
with 


floating banners. 


THE FINAL SPURT. 


Within the exposition grounds this 


moiing all was bustle and anima- 
tion in a supreme effort to clear away 
all unsightly obstacles in order to 
leave an unobstructed ropd and an 
external appearance of completeness 
to the palaces for the presidential 
party in its passage through 
the 


grounds. The finishing touches were 
hastily given the magnificent Salle 
dee Fetes. 


The aspect of the exposition has 


materially improved from even that 
of yesterday, and although the in- 
stallation of exhibits has naturally 
undergone little advance, the exter- 
nal effect produced by the incessant 
labors of the past couple of days is

RAY JOHNSON MEETS DEATH 


FELL OFF BICYCLE IN FRONT 


OF A STREET CAR. 


MANGLED BENEATH 
WHEELS 


BOY WAS BUT THIRTEEN YEARS 


OF AGE. 


Ray Johnson, 13 years of age, 


was struck by a street car at the 
crossing of Berry street and Broad- 
way at 8:30 o'clock this morning and 
instantly killed. Life was literally 
crushed out beneath the wheels of 
the heavy cai, the front trucks of 
which 
passed 
over the body just 


above the hips, <vnd when Hie car 
stopped the rear wheels were stand- 
ing directly over the body. Tt was 
necessary to send for apparatus to 
hoist the car before the ^mangled 
form could be removed from beneath 
the wheels. 


Young Johnson, together with his 


two companions, Frank Miller uiid 
Philip Franzu, all of whom lived in 
Nebraska, left their homes shortly 
after 8 o'clock, riding bicycles, and 
were coming down town to purchase 
some ball bats. 
They came down

street crossed over to Berry to take 
advantage of the asphalt pavement. 
The boys were riding rapidly west- 
ward and neared Broadway about 
the same time Belt Line car No. 101, 
south bound, in charge of Mo+orman 
Elza Powell and Conductor C R, Rnr- 


Hie duties keep him away from the 
city, but for the past two weeks he 
has been at home at the bedside of 
his wife. The lad was the youngest 
of a family of six children, and is 
the first of the family to die. He was

public school, and would have been 
14 years of age in June.

will do much, it is trusted, to bring 
about better understandings between 
the countries and to foster that good 
will which is so necessary among na- 
tions in securing an era of harmony 
and peace."

Fortriede claiming the right to re- 
inain in his store after these hours 
and wait on customers Who might 
visit the store. The defendants then 
employed Thomas P. Twoomey to 
pass the r?rds described above. It is 
further alleged that on April 11, 
1900, which is pay day at the Bass 
Foundry and Machine works, men 
Were stationed neai the foundry and 
handed the above described cards to 
employes of the foundry as they left 
after receiving then pay. 


It is alleged

Twoomey and nwt of the other de- 
fendants are insolvent and it is im- 
possible for the plaintiff to recover 
damages from them, and he, there- 
fore, prays far an order forever re- 
straining Thomas P. Twoomey and 
persons who employed him or con- 
tributed to his employment from in 
any manner interfering with persons 
entering or about to enter into plain- 
tiff's place of business for the pur- 
pose of purchasing goods or dealing 
with the plaintiff 01 for other lawful 
purpose. Plaintiff says that he has 
suffered and sustained damages be-

That boy is 
killed!" and they felt the shock of 
the wheels grinding upon the pros- 
trate form beneath the car. 


A hurried call was sent for physi- 


cians and the police ambulance, but 
there was little need of either. The 
form was lifeless and after Coroner 
Barnett had viewed the remains they 
were removed to Peltier's undertak- 
ing rooms. Here a closer examina- 
tion by Dr. Baruett revealed that 
the lad's body had been almost lit- 
erally severed just above the hips, 
and 
was mangled in a sickening 


mannei. 
The left arm was broken 


between the elbow and the shiulJer. 
and the forearm was frightfully cut, 
the flesh being nearly stripped from 
the bone. Coroner Barnett began 
collecting names of witnesses and 
will hold an inquest at 7 o'clock this 
evening. 


Motorman Powell states that his 


car was on time and was not running 
at an unusual rate of speed. As he 
appi cached the Berry street ciossing 
there is an open vista behind the 
houses at the north sid» of the street 
through which he

The unfortunate boy was the son 


of Mr. and Mrs. Emmet E. Johnson, 
of 5 Boone street, and the accident 
is the more distressing 
from the 


point of death from heart disease, 
and it is hardly believed she can 
withstand the shock. It was impos- 
sible to keep the news from her, but 
she is in a dazed condition and is

> to realize the calamity 


which h»4 Befallen the family. The 
father is a signal inspector for the 
Chicago and Erie railroad and has 
raided in fort Wayne since 1883.

Thomas Jefferson was born on 


April 13, 1743, and died on July 4, 
1826. 
Of all the men who assisted 


in the fot motion of the government 
of the United States, from the early 
movement toward independence un- 
til the final establishment of the con- 
stitution on a firm basis, no one but 
Washington had n moie lasting in- 
fluence in shaping the new goveni- 
ment as it has come down to the pres- 
ent gcueiation. 
As to most of the 


other forefathers, histoiy has record- 
ed its verdict, and posterity accepted 
it without question, but as to Jeffer- 
son the controversy will never end. 
His theories of government were fun- 
damental, and the differences be- 
tween him arid Hamilton still exist. 
The achievements of his 
life of 


eighty-three years are epitomized in 
the following inscription on an obe- i 
lisk of granite at Monticsllo: 


while in France. 
More likely, his 


associates imbibed demociatic pi in 
ciples fiom him, for he alone of them 
all had been successful in caiiying 
the principles of equahty into active 
practice. 


When he leturned to Ameiica at 


the beginning of Washington's first 
administiatlon, he took his place at 
ths head of the cabinet as secretary 
of state. It should be recalled that 
the shadows of kingly rule still lay 
across the minds of a large part of 
tho late colonists. 
They had sub- 


sciibcd to the doctrines of the Decla- 
ration of Independence, it is true, 
but they instinctively shrank fiom 
the acceptance of them in eveiy day 
life. 
All men weie fiee and equal, 


but it was expected that the democ- 
racy would elect the aristocracy to 
the offices. 


Men like Alexander Hamilton had 


ington, aided by Hamilton. 
The 


changes made by the man of the peo< 
pie were all on the surface. Even 
the treasuiy department was left un- 
distuibed. 


The 
"Jcffersoniau 
simplicity" 


which was inauguiated at the white 
house and in the general conduct of 
business has been charged to a de- 
sire to curry political favor with the 
masses. It was probnbly due moie 
to a n-itinal leaction from the ex- 
treme formality which bitheito had 
marked the relations between the ex- 
ecutive and the other departments 
of government. 


Jefferson went as far one way as 


Washington and Adams had 
the 


other. His simplicity was as osten- 
tatious as their rigid etiquet. 
He

ENTERS POLITICAL LIFE EARLY 


When Thomas Jefferson entered the 


political life of Virginia he was still 
a young man. 
He was essentially 


radical in his trend of mind. 
He 


reprsented in a large degree the 
teachings of that school of political 
economists which flourished duiing 
the latter half of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, which sought to elevate man 
as an individual, and struck at the 
long-maintained lights of the class 
over the mass. 
With the teachers 


of that school it was all theory, and 
it wat leseived foi a few uf them to 
put in practice what they pi cached. 
In the early stages of the Aineiican 
revolution Jefferson diew a sum 
mary for the house of burgesses in 
Virginia, which was too radical for 
that conservative body. 
It was or- 


dered printed, however, and gained a 
wide ciiculation. 


It was in the Declaration of Inde- 


pendence that Jeffeison again pro 
claimed the rights of individual man 
to have a share in his own govern- 
ment. 
A yeai of wai with Gieat 


Biitain had shaken the habits of 
bowing to kingly mle in the colo- 
nies to such an extent that the won- 
derful exposition of the new doctune 
of political rights' contained in the 
Declaration of Independence received 
the approval of the continental con- 
gress and was 
sent forth to the 


world. 


Then Jeffeison leturned to the new 


ptate of Viiginia and took up the 
gieat woik of changing the state 
laws to conform with the Declaration 
of Independence. 
He went at the 


old English statutes as with an ax. 
With one blow he felled the mainstay 
of-t-he landed aiistocracy by chang- 
ing the laws so that property was di- 
vided equally among the children, in- 
stead of going to the eldest son, 
after the English law, which still 
prevails in Great Britain. 
Next he 


made it possible for a man to do as 
he pleased with his own ical estate, 
d&flg away with the system of entail 
by which landed property was kept 
in one family. 


Following' out the teachings of the 


Declaiation of Independence, Jeffer- 
son endeavored to give freedom to 
the negro slaves, but in this he 
failed. 
His famous draft of the re- 


ligious statute of Virginia showed 
that he extended the right of free- 
dom to the worship of religion as 
well as to the political rights. 
He 


was merely carrying out in a relent- 
less way the teachings of the new 
school. 


AS MINISTER TO FRANCE. 


Sent to France as minister of the 


United States 
during 
the period

French revolution, Jefferson for five 
years was thrown into intimate as-

came to be regarded as the friends 
of England. 


Befoie many yeais the republicans 


had obtained so large a majority in 
congiess that Jefferson was alaimed, 
for he feared a split might come in 
the lanks. Nowhere in the United 
States was he so cordially detested 
as in Massachusetts, and yet the re- 
publicans carried Massachusetts in 
one election. 


HIS RE-ELECTION IN 1801. 


His triumphant le-election in 1804 


was his answer to the avalanche of 
abuse 
which 
the 
campaign had 


brought forth. The hatred and bit- 
teiness which Jefferson's campaigns 
had brought about died out with the 
death of those who took pait in them.

ingtou's administiation the lepublic- 
ans inpidly 
gained 
cohesion and 


strength. Washington's hold on the 
people was so strong nothing could 
shake it, and 
while attacks were 


made on him by ths most radical o{ 
the nejv party tor his couiss during 
the closing yeais of his administra- 
tion, the fedeialists WCIP 
still so 


strong that they succeeded in mak- 
ing John Adams the next president. 


As vice piebidcnt, Jeffeison was in 


a magnificent position to push for- 
ward the woik of 
oiganizing 
his 


party. In this he was gieatly aided 
by the alien and sedition laws, The 
latter was especially obnoxious,. 
In 


the heat of political passion which 
had been aroused by the first presi- 
dential campaign 
between Adams 


and Jefferson the abuse of tho press 
had passed all bounds of decency. It 
was such a new thing for the people 
to be able to say what they liked 
without being called to account for 
it that the public sentiment thnt now 
controls the 
press 
had 
not been 


formed. 


It is always tiue that too much of 


one thing results in too much of 
something else, and the outrageous 
conduct of tue press, and the unprin- 
cipled conduct of public speakers in 
assailing their 
opponents, brought 


foith the sedition law. which went 
as far the other wny. 


This exhibition of tyrannical powei 


by the general government gave Jef- 
ferson his great opportunity. 
The 


people that all prosperity or even the 
existence of the countiy itself did not 
depend upon the success of any one 
candidate. By a laige part of ths 
people of the north Jefferson was re- 
garded with an aversion now almost 
incomprehensible. 
His theories re- 


garding democracy weie cousideicd 
none better than the teachings of Uie 
Reign of Tenoi in France. 
There 


was haidly a crime of dishonor, 
tieacheiy or willful falsehood with 
which he was not chaiged. He went 
through it all with unruffled temper. 
His faith that the people would sUud 
by him was unshaken by the stoim of 
abuse which came from 
the tbea 


aristocratic classes of the north. His 
ic-electiou was legardcd by a consirt- 
ciablc portion as a death knell of the 
government. 


So strong was Jeffei son's hold on 


his party that he practically dictated 
the election of James Madison for 
eight years and of James Monroe for 
eight years more after he had ietir-il 
to private life at Monticello. 
The 


three administrations, 
in 
all of 


twenty-four years, were in a large de- 
gree Jeffersonian, for Madison wa_ 
his intimate friend and political lieu- 
tenant and Monioe had been his law 
student. 


Many of the objections of Jeffer- 


son, which he had worked into the 
creed of his party while he was in 
opposition, gave way when he or his 
friends weie in power. The purchase

great mass of the people, was a great 
stretch of executive power. He ad- 
mitted that he had gone beyond the 
constitution, but pleaded the neces- 
sity of the case as his justification. 


After a century it has come to pass 


that the policies of Jefferson and 
Hamilton are agnin largely typical 
of the questions at issue irl the presi- 
dential 
campaign. 
The 
contests 


which they waged with such unre- 
lenting ferocity will be renewed on 
a smaller scale on a thousand rost- 
rums. 
It is likely thst as long as 


the United States exists there will 
be recurring campaigns 
when the 


issues which divided Jefferson and 
Hamilton will be the same issues as 
those dividing the great parties con- 
testing the control of the govern- 
ment. 


In all the other great contests in 


the political life of this country bit- 
terness and hatred passed away when 
their object retired from power. Even 
tho south is coming to regard Lin- 
coln as its best friend in the civil 
war. Bnt there seems to be no such 


of arbitrary power by the general 
government. 
Jefferson pronounced 


both laws unconstitutional, and went 
to ths extreme of being a "nulli- 
fiei." 
He announced the most dan- 


gerous 
doctrine 
that individuals 


have the right of passing on the con- 
stitutionality of laws 
enacted 
by 


congl-ess. Thevcourse of John Adams' 
adir.inistiation throughout was din- 
metrically opposed to all the funda- 
mental teachings of Jefferson's po- 
litical philosophy. 


IS ELECTED TO PRESIDENCY. 
At last, just 100 years ago, Jeffer- 


son was himself elected to the presi- 
dency. The pa:ty which he had or- 
ganized SOIDP ten years before had 
swept the opposition from pav/er and 
Jefferson, by his victory over Aaron 
Burr, became its undisputed head. 


Then appealed the essential dif- 


ference between a radical icformer 
out of office and a radical reformer 
clothed with power. The government 
of the United States continued to run 
on as it had been formed by Wash- 


day he coaxed some of the other boys 
to ask the teacher for it.

AVERSE TO OPEN CONFLICT. 
He seemed averse to the ojien arena 


of conflict. 
When he reported as 


chairman of the committee the Dec- 
laration of Independence to the Con- 
tinental congress, his work was 
done.

bate on the adoption of the document 
did he speak. 
The task of defend- 


ing it on the open floor of congress 
fell to John Adams, the second on 
the committee. 
In the controver- 


sies with Hamilton, he appears con- 
stantly in his letters as asking his 
friends to make replies. 
For him- 


self he had no taste to bear the brunt 
of that haid fighting. Throughout 
his administuitions he always sought 
conciliation uathei than an open con- 
flict. 
His repiosentatives* in con- 


gress, acting under 'his advice, were 
far better fighteis than he was. 
It 


was the same spirit which he mani- 
fested in his adherence to the embar- 
go rather than enter open warfare 
with England. 
At all times he 


avoided as a political leader the ap- 
pearance of dictation. 
He consid- 


ered that he was merely giving ad- 
vice and that his followers took it 
because he had convinced them as to 
the best course, and yet no political 
leader in the United States ever 
maintained better discipline in his 
party than did Jefferson. 
His rule 


was none the less firm though the 
hand was carefully gloved. 
LONG CONTINUED 
EXISTENCE. 


The Jeffersonian party has the 


honor to be the only one which has 
had a continuous organized existence 
since Washington's administration. 
The change of name from republican 
to democratic indicates no upheaval. 
The federalists, its first opponents, 
disappeared 
wholly as a 
political 


party. About the time of Jefferson's 
death his party began to split into 
new lines, as was inevitable, for the 
democratic party at Monroe's elec- 
tion represented nearly all the po- 
litical life of the nation. 
When in 


1854 the new party was formed to 
oppose a moie solid front to the ex- 
tension of slave 
power, the same 


name which Jefferson had selected 
for his followers when 
opposing 


Hamilton was taken, and again the 
countiy had a republican party. 


No view of Jefferson's influence on 


the goveinment of the United States 
is complete which does not include 
John Marshall, the chief justice of 
the United States supreme court. It 
was he who throughout the three Jef- 
fersonian administrations strongly 
maintained the fundamental princi- 
ples Ijkat the United States was a na- 
tion, not a league of states. Between 
these two great forces was worked 
out the greatest problem the world 
has seen in a government of the peo- 
ple which could stand the shock of 
four years of civil war with its liber- 
ties unimpaired.

Every spring at the national capi- 


tal there is a unique celebration. It 
is the children's festival known as 
"egg rolling." 


The frolic takes place on the 


grounds just back of the white house, 
and for one day out of the year the 
president's back yard is open to all 
children who want to play in it. Dur- 
ing the rest of the year*forbidding 
placards caution the public to "keep 
off the grass," or greet the passer 
with the warning, "Don't touch the 
flowers." 
On Easter Monday, how- 


ever, the premises belong to the chil- 
dren, and from all over the city of 
Washington they come to enjoy tha 
privileges. 
From sunup to sunset 


the grounds are theirs. For one glo-! 
rious, free day they romp over the 
beautiful velvet grass, race up and 
down the little hills, play in th<- 
fountains or beneath the trees, and 
scatter orange peels, paper bags, egg j 
shells and discarded 
lunch north, 


south, east and west, any place and 
every place, to their hearts' content. 


The preparations for "egg rolling" 


are usually mode on the Saturday 
preceding or early Monday morning, 
when the regular operations of the 
liousehold are suspended for a time, 
and its entire energies are concii- 
tratd on boiling and coloring eggs. 
Before the sun has traveled far an 
the eventful day little knots of boys 
and girls may be seen setting forth 
for the white house grounds, loaded 
down with immense supplies of lunch 
and heaping baskets of gayly deco- 
rated eggs. Sometimes the revellers 
sally forth by themselves, but raoie 
often they are accompanid by their 
parents or nurses. For all the school 
children Easter Monday is a holiday, 
and the time is theirs to do as they 
will. 


It is the first open air picnic of the 


season, with all that means. Per- 
haps some may think that the time 
is a little early, and in some paits 
of the country it would be. Not so 
as far south as th£ Potomac. By the 
1st of April, barring occasional blun- 
ders on the part of the weather bu- 
reau, the grass is green with a fresh 
coat of paint from the hand of na- 
ture, and the sun shines down in 
bright 
and 
friendly 
warmth in 


Washington. 


All day long the fete continues, 


with the spirit of childhood holding 
sway. 
There, in the sunlight and 


the breezes, the girls play With their 
dolls or skip the rope, while their 
brothers pass away the hours with 
leap frog and "chasiness," sail min- 
iature boats in the fountains, or or- 
ganize games of baseball in places 
where the trees are least numerous 
Eggs and eggshells are everywhere 
Some 
of the little tots roll their 


treasures around the grass, or tum- 
ble them down the hillocks to their 
companions at the bottom, but the 
older ones are more apt to use theirs 
in playing toss and catch, or in 
"picking" eggs, eating and wasting 
them with the carelessness of child- 
hood. 


The latter 
game is played even 


more during the weeks just preced- 
ing the celebration than on the day 
itself. 
The reason for this is that 


at its best it should be played with 
raw eggs, while on Easter Monday 
as the eggs are ultimately intended 
for eating, they are always boiled, 
a proceeding which is popularly be- 
lieved to weaken their shells. 
In 


"picking" two boys strike tho ends 
of their eggs together, and the boy 
who cracks the other's egg wins it. 
The game has a regular season in 
Washington, like tops or "allies," 
during which the customary greet- 
ing 
between 
boys 
is, 
"Wanter 


pick?" 


In the afternoon of Easter Monday 
he Marine band, which Washington 
people believe to be second to none, 
appears and gives its first outdoor 
concert of the season. On this occa- 
sion the scores of Wagner and other 
elaborate works are left behind, and 
be band plays patriotic strains and 
well known airs dear to the ears of 
the children. Some time during the 
day it is customary for the president 
o step out on the south portico of the 
white house and bow wWle the chil- 
dren shout and clap their hands, and 
when there are any little folks in the 
white house family they always come 
out for a short time under convoy of 
their nurses to take part in the joys 
of the day. 


The festival of "egg rolling" nt 


Washington is one of the most pic- 
uresquc and enjoyable of all the 
quaint old customs surrounding Eas- 
ter, of which the greater part have 
ong since passed away. In Scotland 
years ago the people used to roll 
'bannocks" down the hillside at Eas- 
ter time. These round oat cakes wera 
a staple food in early days, but as 
they began to pass from the menu, 
ggs became the fashion for rolling 
at Easter. 


Early Scotch settlers in the city of 


Washington are suposed to have in- 
troduced the custom there, and in far- 
mer years eggs were rolled on every 
tunny hillside in the neighborhood, 
young and old taking putt with «*•*] 


zest. It was considered highly ap- 
propriate for lovers to roll fheir qgg» 
together and trifling wagers* weVe 
often made as to whoqe egg jwoujd 
reach the bottom first. With the 
growth of Washington "egg rolling" 
became confined to the hill on which' 


the turf. 'Last' spring, however, wtth 
better-behaved weather, the fefe was 
so largely attended and so successful 
.in every way as to indicate that the 
custom is too dear to the hearts of 
Washington people to be willingly al- 
lowed to lapse.

It would seem that in the case of 
young Dwight this honor had been 
forgotten, and the Rythers' failure 
to go through with the pretty little 
presentation ceremony was punished 
by an omission that the descendants 
of the family may well regret today. 


The inviolate character of a prom- 


ise was early Impressed upon the. 
Moody children, and so well was the 
lesson learned that in after life Mr. 
Moody exhibited plainly his dislike 
of committing himself to a promise 
or pledge. As a child he had been ac- 
custDmed to being asked not "Can 
youf" but "Did you say you would?'1 


If the answer were affirmative, the 
word had to be kept, the obligation 
could not be avoided. The Spartan 
interpretation of this law is shown by 
the following incident:

attending school, tried to be released 
from his engagement on the ground 
that for nineteen consecutive meals 
his food had been cornmeal and milk.

Moody often referred to these whip- 
pings, of which he seems to have re- 
ceived a great number, in com- 
mendatory 
terms, attributing to 


them, as one so often attributes to 
past sufferings, much of his success 
in after life; but it.is noticeable ffiat 
in his own home such penal-ties found 
no place, an inconsistency no less de- 
lightful than common. 


"Mother would send me out lor a 


stick, and often I tried to fool her by 
bringing back a dead one. But I al- 
ways had to go and get another. 
Once, in a fit of bravado, I told her 
that the whipping did not hurt at 
all. but I never had to tell her so 
again, for she remedied the de- 
ficiency promptly." 


AS A PRACTICAL JOKER. 


Once when he was working in the 


hay field of a neighbor the farmer characterizes 
called out to him to bring him a jug 


, of cider to drink from. He was sit- 


ting at the time on the unsteady seat 
of a farm -wagon, in which he he had 
driven out to the field to carry home 
the men. As lie lifted the jug to his 
lips the mischievous boy threw P. 
lump of earth at one of the horses; 
the horse reared higii in the air and 
the shock sent the farmer reeling 
back on the wagon floor. He could 
not take the jug away fr6m his 
mouth without losing the cidefr, to 
say nothing of drenching himself, and 
the wagon, and the sight of his large, 
clumsy figure, unable for some mo- 
ments to move, delighted the practi- 
cal joker beyond measure. His tricks 
were not alwoys of so crude a nature. 
This one, for instance, shows a much 
keener sense of humor. One of the. 
country winters had seemed longer 
and duller than usual, and young 
Dwight decided that it was about 
time for something to happen. He 
therefore wr>te out an elaborate no- 
tice of a temperance lecture to be de- 
livered by * well known speaker on 
a certain evening in the school house 
whicli served alike as academy and 
lyceum in those early days.
